Men who were trained in tank units 
at Camp Colt here in 191H were mem­ 
bers 
of the 
344th 
Battalion, 
Tank 
Corps, which with five little American 
tanks got on the nerves of the German

Command on 
the eve 
of the 
great Argoane 
offensive to such 
an 
extent th a t two entire divisions of 
troops were hastily withdrawn to meet 
an extended attack elsewhere. 


While none of the units that train ­ 
ed here 
participated in the 
engage­ 
ment 
as 
units a great 
many 
men 
known 
here were 
sent to the 
344th 
Battalion 
as replacement* troops be­ 
fore the Argonne Battle occurred and 
thus they played a part in one of the 
w ar’s most unusual stories. 
The 
following is 
the story of the 
feat accomplished by the 
American 
tanks according to a statem ent recent­ 
ly issued by the W’ar Department: 
“T hat a smgle platoon of American 
soldiers could, 
without' firing a shot, 
render inactive, and 
keep out. of the 
most important battle of the war two 
full Hun divisions, seems preposterous 
and unbelievable. 
Nevertheless this 
is an actual fact, and 
its accomplish­ 
ment 
was one of the 
most interest­ 
ing incidents of the whole w ar. 


“General Pershing, with 
the First 
American 
army, 
had 
just 
finished 
awakening 
the German 
High 
Com­ 
mand to a healthy f<*ar of the Ameri­ 
can soldier by reducing the Saint Mi- 
hiel 
salient, 
and the 
plans for the 
Meuae-Argonne offensive were about 
to be carried into execution. 
In these 
days of the airplane and wireless tele­ 
graphy it seems impossible to deliver 
a 
surprise assault, nevertheless 
no 
pains are spared to deceive the enemy 
as to the exact point of attack. 
As a 
means of covering the true point of a t­ 
tack, the chief of the Tank Corps pre­ 
sented a scheme 
which received 
the 
approval of the high command. 
“ Accordingly, after the withdrawal 
of the tanks from 
the St 
Mihiel sec­ 
tor, Lieutenant Higgins, with his pla­ 
toon 
of the 344th 
Battalion, 
Tank 
Corps, was 
directed to proceed from 
this point in a northwesterly direction 
along the lines via narrow gauge rail­ 
w ay. 
He was to stop each night ami 
make a reconnaissance in front of our 
positions 
with his tanks 
and imme­ 
diately load 
up and repeat the opera­ 
tion the following night further down 
the line. 
Scheme Worked Splendidly 
“ On the 19th of September the five 
tanks and their crews were loaded and 
the expedition started. 
That evening 
they 
stopped 
in the rear of a 
little 
wood, many kilometers west of St. Mi­ 
hiel. 
Off the little narrow gauge flat 
cars tumbled the tanks and nosed into 
the woods for concealment. 
About ll 
o’clock all were ready 
and the minia­ 
ture arm y started forward on its mis­ 
sion. 
Everything w-ent 
off as sched­ 
uled. 
The tanks rolled through 
our 
positions 
and into No Man’s 
Land. 
They were operated 
back and 
forth 
for 
half 
an hour. 
A fter this 
they 
were quietly withdrawn, crawled back 
on 
their 
little 
narrow -gauges 
and 
started merrily 
on their w ay. 
They 
timed 
their work 
perfectly, and 
as 
they pulled out a terrific barrage 
hit 
the wood they had left. 
The only ef­ 
fect of this bombardment was to elate 
the spirits 
of the adventurers, 
who 
suddenly realized how much they were 
worrying Heinie. 
From th a t time on 
the expedition became tor them a pic­ 
nic. 
True, it was loaded
